field Estates and also repre- 
sented Belvedere Develop- 
ments - owners of Grandin 
Ridge. 

The Greenfield condomin- 
ium units (owned by the resi- 
dents) will contain 94 units 
and Mr, Swist noted that 
council has approved this 
development, About 28 units 
are now occupied and about 
10 about to be, If the condo- 
minium is not registered 
they can rent or move out,

(Grandview Ridge) Central 
Mortgage and Housing hd 
approved recreation facil- 
ities of $25 - $30,000 dollars 
But with the addition of the 
condominiums next door 
CMHC looks with favour on 
a plan to enlarge the rec-

Mr. V, J. Maloney, super- 
intendent of the St, Albert 
School District No, 3 pre- 
sented his report to the 
annual meeting on Feb, 20, 
1974 and Mr, E, D, Howrish 
presented the Report of the 
Trustees, 

Mr. Maloney reported that 
student population had kept 
abreast with the growth of 
the town and he presented 
statistics to illustrate the 
burden which now rests upon 
all the schools, Student en- 
rolment in the District is 
2,225 and teaching staff num- 
bers 108, Fortunately, the 
staff are well qualified and 
turnover has been minimal 
assuring a continuity for the 
future, The addition of ass- 
istant principal appoint~- 
ments at Albert Lacombe and 
Vital Grandin schools has 
been beneficial in terms of\ 
providing leadership and ad- 
ministrative assistance.

Catholic Board discusses 
$1 million school 


A new school to be loca- 
ted in the Braeside area of 
St. Albert was the mainitem 
of business at the District 
No, 3 Catholic School Board 
meeting held on Monday, 
February 18, In the absence 
of Mr. Ernie Howrish, Mr. 
Dave Fraser took the chair, 

Dr, George Cherenko, ar- 
chitect from the firm of Mc- 
Intosh, Workum and Cheren- 
ko revealed the plans of the 
new Community Core School, 
The School, which is sche- 
duled for use in September, 
1974, is expected to cost 
slightly more than one and 
a quarter million dollars, 
The frame and masonry con- 
struction will incorporate 
six permanent classrooms 
and have provision for eight 
portable classrooms, The 
portables, which were the 
subject of discussion at the 
last meeting, will be avail- 
able from the commercial 
market and will be compat- 
ible with the core building, 

Other features of the 


school include an Early 
Childhood Service facility, 
a science classroom and an 
ancilliary classroom, lib- 
rary, stage, gymnasium and 
a two station Industrial Arts 
laboratory and a two station 
Home Economics labora- 
tory. There will also be ade- 
quate administrative offices, 
washrooms, shower and 
dressing rooms, and the 
lunch study room will have 
a kitchen facility, 

Mr, Fraser questioned 
M.. Cherenko as to whether 
the price was realistic in 
view of current spiralling 
construction costs, Mr, 
Cherenko replied in great 
detail to the effect that in- 
creased costs had been bud- 
geted for, 

In the absence of Mr, Vince 
Maloney, superintendent, Mr 
George Soetaert, assistant 
superintendent reported on 
the Father Jan School plan 
for Education Week, There 
will be Art and Outdoor Edu- 
cation displays; VTR demon- 


stration and science projects 
and portraits of parents will 
be taken by student photo- 
graphers, Parent-teacher 
interviews will take place at 
the same time, 

Mrs, Sylvia Walshrecom- 
mended that a latter be sent

Doctors Concerns 


Dr. Mossing was the guest 
speaker at the regular meet- 
ing of the A,A.R.N, Tuesday, 
Feb, 19, The subject of Dr. 
Mossings talk was the use of 
prescription and non pres- 
cription drugs which is a 
very broad subject, 

Dr. Mussing said that four 
factors determine how drugs 
may end up in any given 
household, 

1, Federal Government 
regulations monitoring the 
marketing dynamics of these 
drugs, 

2. Physicians prescribing 
habits as they may fall within 
the scope of these regula- 
tions, 

3, Patients demand of the 
physician and subsequent 
patterns of utilization of me- 
dicine prescribed, 

4, Patients susceptibility 
to advertising and subse- 
quent utilization of across- 
the-counter preparations, 

The discussion centered 
around physicians prescrib- 
ing habits and patients patt- 
erns of utilization, 

To make the discussion 
more pertinent Dr. Mossing 
drew heavily onthe excellent 
city drug survey done by Dr. 
J. A, L, Gilbert and Mr, Ter- 
rence Smith, They were en- 
couraged to do this survey 
by the results of two pilot 
surveys done in the emer- 
gency department of the Ro- 
yal Alexandra Hospital, 

The first of these surveys 
consisted of the application 
of the breathalizer tests to 
376 people greater than the 
age of 16 years of age ran- 
domly selected from assem- 
bled patients, Over 200 
people had blood alcohol le- 
vels over the legal limit, 


This isn’t too surprising in 
an accident ward but the re- 
searchers were interested in 
finding if there were other 
drugs present, 

They next did a survey of 
460 people from 16 years of 
age again randomly selected 
from outpatients in the 
emergency department, On 
each of these people aserum 
drug screen was done inclu- 
sive of the following drugs; 
Alcohol, Bromides, Salicy- 
lutes, Valium, Librium, 
Barbiturates and Phenothia- 
zines, 

Again 20 per cent had tak- 
en alcohol 19 per cent showed 
evidence of one of the above 
medications in their blood, 

11 per cent had evidence 
of some type of tranquilizer, 

11 per cent had positive 
salicylate levels, only two 
patients had consumed al- 
cohol plus some other drug. 

How did so many people 
gain access to such a wide 
variety of drugs? Obviously 
the next step would be to 
check sales statistics in the 
province as well as randoml >> 
surveying homes of the pro-\ 
vince, to determine the pre- 
velance and incidence of 
these drugs inthe household, 

The leading 10 prescrip- 
tion drugs in Alberta are; 
Valium, Ampicillin, Librium 
Tetracycline, Mellaril, Ery- 


thromicin, Penicillin 4G, 
Penicillin V, Elavel and Dar- 
von, 


Dr. Mossing felt that these 
breakdown evenly into two 
categories: mood altering 
drugs and antibiotics, Are 
we really a population run 
rampant with infected an- 
xiety? He hardly thinks so,

Funeral services for Vin- 
cent Almond were conducted 
by the Rev, John Jeffery on 
Saturday, February 23 in 
Howard and McBride Chapel, 
which was filled to capacity, 
Mr, Almond died Feb, 20 at 
the age of 46 years, 

A resident of 32 Mount 
Royal Drive, St. Albert at the 
time of his passing, Mr, Al- 
mond was a prominent chur- 
chman in the New Church, 
which originally held ser- 
vices in the Howard and Mc- 
Bride Chapel, where he be- 
gan his religious activities 
soon after his arrival in 


Edmonton, 

His service to the Royal 
Canadian Legion was recog- 
nized by the attendance of 
President Denny Taylor and 
comrades Wally Swenarchuk 
Rudy Schribar and Brian 
O’Kell, of the St, Albert 
branch, 

Vincent Almond was born 
August 6, 1927 in Husling- 
den, England, the son of 
Percy and Margaret Almond, 
and grew up there with his 
brother Tom and sister Mar- 
garet, During the war he 
served with the Royal Air 
‘Force and was married to 
Anna Maria Doifl in 1949, 
in the New Church in’ Has- 
lingden, 

The Almonds came to Can- 
ada in 1952 and Vincent be- 
gan work in the insurance 
field in Edmonton area, dur- 


ing which period their sons 
David and Roland were bern, 

In 1966 he entered the 
office of the Public Trustee, 
Government of Alberta, at- 
taining the post of Estate 
Officer, which earned him 
the love and respect of his 
co-workers and the people 
he was able to help. 

Soon after his arrival Mr, 
Almond began work in the 
New Church and became one 
of the most active and res- 
pected members, He served 
in many offices, including 
President of the local So- 
ciety, vice-president of the

The order of service for 
the funeral said ‘‘it will take 
many people to fill the places 
left vacant by the passing 
of Vincent Almond, He wore 
many hats, and in all that 
he did he earned the highest 
commendation, ‘Well done, 
good and faithful servant,’

@27le for Edmonton to pre- 


sent to the Boundaries Com- 
mission, (The Town and Ed- 
monton would truly simply 
consist of one continuous 
region), 

It is interesting to note 
that a number of alternative 
uses exist for the land in- 
cluded in the proposed zon- 
ing and in the immediate 
area, One of a number of 
alternative proposals is to 
incorporate the area into a 
green belt separating St, Al- 
bert frora Edmonton, 

The provincial govern- 


ment has fust established a 
major precedent by acquir- 
ing the land required to esta- 
blish a nine mile long buff- 
er zone between Sherwood 
Park and Edmonton, Stirely, 
the residents of St, Albert 
can petition the government 
to take similar steps in this 
region, Such an area would 
have multi-purpose uses in 
addition to a buffer zone 
since it could provide badly 
needed park facilities for 
all of the metro-area, 

In summary, it is sugges- 
ted that interested citizens 
should discuss matters with 
their local councillors and 
their MLA, The zoning in 
question is a major policy 
commitment which deserves 
to be debated in full before 
the March 11 hearings,

gravel pit 


The Editor: 

I understand that Twin 
Bridges Sand and Gravel Co, 
have acquired property in 
the Sturgeon Valley approxi- 
mately one mile north of the 
Villeneuve Road, The sale is 
subject to municipal appro- 
val of their application tc 
operate a gravel pit on the 
site, This raises a number 
of issues of importance, not 
only to those living in the 
immediate vicinity, but to the 
municipality at large, 

Those in the vicinity are 
exposed to the noise and 
other unpleasantness of ma- 
jor industrial development 
close to them, In addition, 
the trucks servicing the op- 
eration pose not only anuis- 
ance, but also a hazard, 

One can’t really blame the 
drivers, who are on contract, 
and need to make as many 
trips per day that they can 


in order to make a living, 
But the Villeneuve Road, 
along which the trucks would 
pass, is completely unsuited 
for such traffic, Its roadbed 
is not adequate, and it is not 
wide enough, Thus trucks of 
the size that haul gravel be- 
come a menace on the road, 
forcing cars to the side of 
the road which they them- 
selves are too big and heavy 
to take, in order to pass, 
They also create serious 
dangers to children and all 
pedestrian traffic due to fly- 
ing stones, This is apart 
from the hazards posed by 
dust, and the noise aggrava- 
tion, which started at 5:30 
a.m, last summer, 

With the completion last 
fall of the road west of Big 
Lake connecting with 118 
Ave,, it was hoped that the 
trucks would be forced to 
take that route, The proposed 
gravel pit, however, is in 
such a location, that the 
trucks would have to detour 
two miles to the west to take 
it, so the prospects are that 
the Villeneuve Road would 
still have heavy gravel truck 
traffic. 

There is, however, ano- 
ther issue of much more 
general application, In 1972, 
the M.D, of Sturgeon publish- 
ed a master plan for develop- 
ment, The property in ques- 
tion is good farm land situa- 
ted in an area designated on 
that plan for recreation use 
or acreage development, It 
is not planned for heavy in- 
dustry. The question is; What 
is the use of having time, 
money and effort spent in 
planning if plans can be chan- 
ged at will, Surely our mun- 
icipal government must feel 
some responsibility to carry 
out the plans which they had 
drawn up, Surely we as tax- 
payers and voters must see 
that they do, at least until 
adequate time has passed to 
determine whether the plans 
are achieving what they were 
designed to achieve, 

The areas around all ma-

jor cities are in danger 
that good farm land will be 
lost to development in some 
form, In the case of the 
property involved, if gravel 
pit development is allowed 
to continue, other heavy in- 
dustry may follow in the 
area, using this as a pre- 
cedent, and despite what may 
be in the plan, we may be 
presented with the fait acc- 
ompli of industrial develop- 
ment in an area p!*nned 
farmland, Thus it is really 
important that the plans for 
development of the munici- 
pality be adhered to, and 
not subjected to piecemeal 
changes,

At a time when Town Council is considering the Pink 
and Blue reports by Edmonton on ‘The future of the 
City,’’ it would appear that residents would welcome 


a similar report on the future of St. Albert, 


Council should of course re-act to Edmonton’s two 
reports, As they should re-act to the Province’s re- 
cently released proposals in the document entitled 
“Towards a new Planning Act.’* At present they are 
reviewing this report clause by clause as they can 
schedule meeting time to do so, 


They must also re-act continuously to the bombardment 
of proposals coming in from developers, And some weeks 
they are meeting four nights in a row, 


Members of MD Sturgeon Council and indeed members 
of the Legislative Assembly and the Provincial Cabinet 


are under similar pressures of work and time involve~ 


ment, 


Still it seems clear that St, Albert residents are greatly 
concerned with the future of their town, andthe questions 
of overall planning which will decide that future, 


St. Albert Council should act as well as re-act, and has 
a duty to inform the residents of how they see the future 
of the town, 


Are they planning for a town of 84,000? 40,000? 100,000? 
The residents deserve to know and to have some say 
on this matter, 


St. Albert’s MLA is on record as favoring a town of 
35 - 40,000 maximum, There is some precedent for 
this figure in areas of the United States where planners 
concluded that 35,000 is the norm for a satellite town 
wishing to maintain a close community spirit, and at 
the same time be an economically viable unit, 


Edmonton is pressing very hard for massive annexation - 
despite the fact that the city can expand to one million 
people with no further land acquisition, 


This council, we believe should state their position to 
the residents of St, Albert on overall planning concerns, 
How they see boundaries - what our population will 
total within those boundaries, and why they believe 
their goals for physical size and population size are 
economically the most practical, 


Such a report should analyze projected costs of in- 
creased water and sewer facilities, policing require- 
ments, park requirements, recreation needs for all age 
groups, transportation requirements, garbage collection 
and disposal, street maintenance, Can these needs be 
handled more efficiently at 40,000 - 80,000 or 100,000 - 
with evidence to support the thinking, And alternatives, 


At present a hearing is coming up on March 11 on 
rezoning land for light industrial from agriculture on 
the south-east boundary of town, Is this to be a ‘skip’ 
development - and if so will residential development 
grow out to meet the industrial area, which is adjacent 
to Edmonton, How ‘light’ is the proposed industry?‘ 
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The Future of This Town 


Has the time in fact arrived when industry should be 
stopped from locating on good arable land and the 
municipalities of St, Albert and MD Sturgeon should 
co-operate on a shared assessment plan for such 
industry? 


Perhaps a report on the future of St, Albert could be 
the ‘Green Report’ with emphasis on how St, Albert 
can be separated from the concrete gradually encroach- 
ing from the South,

ities and labour market con- 
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ditions, 

A booklet describing post- 
secondary educational opp- 
ortunities in Alberta is also 
being prepared for distribu- 
tion to high school students 
in May of this year, This 
booklet is intended to be of 
value to parents and coun- 
sellors as well, in under- 
standing career opportun- 
ities and helping to guide 
students in making wise 
choices about their futures.

giving all municipalities a

The M.D, Sturgeon Coun- 
cil has put this position in 
a letter forwarded to the 
Hon, Fred Peacock, Minis- 
ter of Industry and Comm- 
erce, to the Hon, David Rus- 
sell, Minister of Municipal 
Affairs, and to MLA Ernie 
Jamison, 

The council has spent alot

It 
was the only one put through 
by the branch, Mr, Jamison 
was told. 

The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business pro- 
vided the 15’’ x 36’’ cheques 
to employers, 

“By using the motto on the 
cheque ‘‘Don’t Skin the Bea- 
vers,’’ said John F, Bulloch, 
president of the Federation, 
‘‘we articulate protests ag- 
ainst federal government 
policies that destroy incen- 
tives to work, and tax Cana- 
dians in an unfair manner, 

The Unemployment Insur- 
ance rates to employers 
were increased 40 per cent 
on January 1st, Mr. Bulloch, 
in a statement at a press 
conference on January 15, 
said the increased rates 
were made necessary by the 
increase in the average wee- 
kly benefit rate - and by the 
numbers of ‘Voluntarily Un- 
employed’”’ who find it more 
attractive to remain on 
U.LC, benefits than to accept 
employment, 

He stated that both factors 
are related to the basic flaw 
in the new U.LC, scheme: 
the decision to pay benefits 
of 2/3rds of normal weekly 
earnings, This overly gener- 
ous system influences atti- 
tudes toward work, creates 
problems for employers in 
attracting and in maintaining 
staff, and places an unfair 
burden on all the ‘‘beavers’’ 
across Canada, Mr, Bulloch 
said, When ULC, benefits 
are based on earnings in- 
stead of need, he noted, funds

Long term objective of 
the protest is three-fold: To 
oppose social security pro- 
grams that destroy the in- 
centive to work; to oppose 
the increasing cost and bur- 
eaucracy created by our 
complex system of taxation

’ It follows, that if methods 
for converting wastes into

Cattle manure, one of our 
largest waste products is a 
particularly troublesome 
problem due towater run-off 
to streams and ground water, 
odour, the breeding of flies, 
harbouring of disease- 
carrying micro-organisms 
and other desirable effects, 
In fact, waste disposal pro- 
blems often restrict the size 
and location of farms and 
cattle ranches and accept-~- 
able dispoal could improve 
the economics of beef pro- 


duction, 

It is interesting that wast- 
es from swine and poultry 
are relatively poor energy 
sources because the diges- 
tive systems of these ani- 
mals are highly efficient and 
the excreta are small in 
quantity and low in energy 
or fuel contem, Cattle are 
very inefficient converters 
of their cellulosic intake and 
excrete up to 80 per cent of 
the fuel value ingested, so 


that cattle manure is high in 
quantity and energy content,

The Warble Grub 
All Round Pest 


Re-issued by W. O, Klatt’s 
Office, 

Warble flies and their 
grubs are pests that affect 
different aspects of the beet 
industry at various times of 
the year, 

In winter and early spring, 
the grubs cut through the 
hides of cattle to make brea- 
thing holes under which they 
will grow within subcutan- 
eous cysts, or “warbles,’’ 
In the interval since the pre- 
vious spring, when the 1/50 
inch-long grubs first entered 
their host, they have travell- 
ed through the animal’s body, 
growing slowly at the same 
time, In January, the growth 
accelerates and, by late Feb- 
ruary, each grub will be 
about one inch long and half 
an inch thick, In the spring, 
the mature grub drops from 
the animal, pupates on the 
ground, and produces alarge 
fly resembling a bumblebee, 
These warble flies, which 
are often called heel flies, 
mate, though not necessar- 
ily near cattle, and the fe- 
males lay their eggs on the 
hairs of cattle, Even though 
the egg-laying is painless, 
the flies cause the cattle to
